Scout Membership 


OTTAWA (CP) —, Enlistment 
of Boy Scout leaders* in the 
armed forces resulted in a slight 
drop in Boy Scout membership in 


1941, said the report of the ex 


ecutive: committee. to the annual 
meeting of the Canadian General 


Council of the Boy Scouts Asso- 
ciation in Ottawa today. 

More than 25 per cent of the 
leaders have enlisted and more 
than 50 per cent of the Scouts 
volunteer as they become 18 
years of age, it was reported, 
During the year 63 members of 
the association died on Active 
service. 

Total membership of all ranks 
Get, 31,1941, was 91,334, 4 de- 
crease of approximately 6 per 
cent from the previous year. 

“This loss was not unexpected, 
and in the main -is to be at- 
tributed to thy heavy enlistment 
of Scout leaders,” the report said, 
The membership included 39,552 
Wolf Cubs, 41,866 Boy Scouts, 974 
Sea Scouts, 665 Lone Scouts
